l. “"Wledzimierz Zyms, a permanent member of the purser's office on the 


British liner Queen Mary, appears to be close to the inner circle 
of the Polish Government in exile. According to hin, this Govern- 
ment has now in England a large number of Polish officers and sea- 
men highly skilled in navigation and maritime service but now in 
exile, barred by national laws from the foreign maritime industry. 


2. "There is a plan under consideration to take this manpower from 
plents, farms and mines, where it is wasted and to reorganize it 


to enter the maritime industry as a national force, although it 
might serve under foreign flegs. 


3. "In about one month (on the second trip next of the Queen Mary to 
New York), Zyms will arrive in this country as the emissary or 
courier of the Polish Government in exile with completed plans.
